Hi Gang: 


Anyone have any ideas on cleaning copperweld antenna wire? I have a horizontal 
full-wave 80 meter loop (in a sort of rectangular shape with one corner cut 
off) up about 25-30 feet around the property, which I use from 80 - 10 meters. 
On the higher frequencies the antenna acts like an unterminated rhombic, with a 
very amoeba-like radiation pattern with a lower and lower radiation angle. 
Using Brain Beezly's Antenna Optimizer and cross-checking with NEC, I find that 
I can maximize my low-angle radiation pattern to the West on 20 meters by 
dropping several vertical wires from the loop -- making it into a sort of 
bobtail curtain array. 


Question: this antenna is made of stranded copperweld wire; about 5 strands 
each making up the #14 guage wire. It's been out in the polluted East Coast 
atmosphere for six years. How would I clean the wire to get a good electrical 
connection for the vertical elements? I'd hate to use sandpaper -- it will 
probably weaken the wire and cause it to break, and it won't get all the 
strands clean anyway. Would a commercial household copper cleaner work?

Gee, we thought nobody would ever ask! Here is brief on Echophone: 

Started late '20s in Southern CA (credit here to R. Moore- Comm 

Rcvrs) co. owned radio stations and built cathedral home receivers like 

the s-3 and model 60, now very collectible. 1930 moved to Waukegan, 1931 to 
Chicago. Depression hit and they were down by 1936. Ray Durst of Echo sold bill 
Halligen (boy wonder who created Radio Shack name in Boston for starters, 

then began Hallicrafters in Chicago using Silver Marshall RCA license) his 
plant and another bunch of RCA superhet licenses. Hallicrafters moved into 
Echiophone plant, retired the name until 1940 when it was used on line 

of Hallicrafters produced gray wrinkle boxes. Hallicrafters was already supplying 
the Brits and France prior to Dec 7.EC-1 later became S-38 after war. 

EC-1 

was promoted by series of monthly ads in which cartoon GI character 

private (later Sgt.) Hogarth always got leg up on officers with aid 

of his EC-1, or -2. EC-3 is a neat S-20 clone. Oddly enough, the ECs 

today usually outperform their plush Hallicrafters stepbrothers simply 

because of their simplicity(uncrowded, probably higher Q bandswitched 

front end coils).

Specifically, I need to know what 
style knob actuates the "Ferroceptor" antenna. 


This is truly a fabulous radio. There is a push button tone control with 
three buttons: Jazz, Orchester and Sprache. Above these controls is a 
line drawing of a jazz musician, an orchestra and an announcer at a 
microphone. As you press each button, the appropriate drawing is lit from 
behind. Additionally, in the Orchester setting, there are two tone 
controls that block the lighting for the cellos etc. of the orchestra as 
you turn the bass control and likewise for the piccolos as you adjust the 
treble. All this within a lovely gilded escutcheon labelled 
"Klangregler". 


Not a boatanchor, in the strictest sense. In fact, with its wood cabinet 
and tiny chassis it might even float.

Hello John, WB5OAU. 
Congratulations on the Globe King! 
I have one here that I've recently decided to put back into service. 
There are a few things you should know about the rig. 


First and foremost, the transmitter has a reputation for catching fire while 
on the air (this is NOT a joke). I have known of two different people who had 
that happen, one on an older rig, and one who had it happen when the rig was 
still in production! 


An internal examination tells why this occured. In an attempt to save a bit 
of money on production costs, the designer omitted a few things which, fortun- 
ately can be added. 


The first thing is high voltage wire. The B+ supply to the modulator and 
PA is 1800 - 2000 VDC (and figure four times that on 100% modulation peaks), 
but amazingly the HV wiring was done with standard hookup wire! 


Next, you'll notice that these leads went thru the RF chassis via holes 
that didn't have ceramic insulators; I've seen rigs where they just went thru 
a hole punched in the chassis, and a few where the hole was lined with a rubber 
grommet. 


The correction here is obvious. 


The PA (4-250) is rather amazing in that it is NOT NEUTRALIZED! The designer 
relied totally on shielding (both in the cabinet / chassis, and internal grid 
to plate isolation in the tube) to prevent the power amplifier from going into 
business for itself as a Godzilla sized TPTG oscillator! 


You can get away with this IN THEORY, but it strikes me as poor design prac- 
tice; even if the PA doesn't take off you're still asking for a modulated carr- 
ier from feedback, key clicks, parasitic oscillation that leads to TVI, anda 
bunch of other nasties. A check on my rig with a spectrum analyser confizrms 
this, especially when the PA is lightly loaded. 


I'm not enough of a boat anchor purist to let this situation pass; I've 
added a piston type neutralization capacitor, as well as parasitic chokes in 
the PA grid and plate leads (yeah, they left those out too!). 


Re. the modulator: 


I've seen the rig with (as standard equipment) 811, 811A, and Raytheon type 
5514 triodes as modulators. 


811 / 811A aren't much of a problem to get hold of, but 5514 is a royal 
pain in the keester! 


Essentially, the 5514 is an 811A with a 7.5 VDC filiment (I wonder why 
this beast was even created?). There's a slight difference in mu (gain), but 
nothing too significant. Be prepared to change the filiment transformer if the 
rig has 5514s; it's a damned sight easier to put in 811As than it is to find a 
set of 5514s. 


Hope I haven't discouraged you too much, but forewarned is forearmed.

The old-timers will have to correct me if I'm wrong. I think XERA was across 
from Del Rio, TX in sunny Ciudad Acun~a, and was one of three of so callsigns 
held by "Doc" Brinkley who used the wide coverage to hawk surgery in which 
goat testicles were implanted in males who feared they were losin' it. 


My understanding is that the first station was XER, then XERA with 500 kW, then 
XERF, also high powered, that survives today in a Spanish language format. A 
classic old transmitter building with the thunderbolts and everything, and a 
farm of 300 foot skywave antennas you could see from the U.S. if the RF didn't 
burn your eyebrows off first. It was perfectly legal under existing radio 
treaties to time-broker the station, and run any tape that was sent to Doctor's 
PO box in Del Rio with (I believe) $13.50 in 1930s money for a half hour. 
They'd run the tapes across the border and slap ‘em on. 


These were legitimately licensed stations, not pirates. Mexico xdid* sign a 
treaty with the U.S. later on, pretty much putting Brinkley out of business, 
but the border radio scam persists today. XEKAM was lima-charlie in Los 
Angeles with a gay talk show that certainly got some press up here, and some 
rather weird "business" programming, but they actually tried to run a STL

Subject: making new tubes 


The man from Italy who told us about his studies of Marconi also 
had another agenda. Seems he had tubes to sell, that were made 
in Checkoslovakia (sp?). He told the following story: 


In 1989, as Communism crumbled, young V. Vaic gathered up tubes 
found in a basement in Prague and carried them on a motor 
scooter to Italy. There he went to a radio meet (like a hamfest) 
and sold the tubes for a lot of money. The tubes were rare in 
Italy, but were manufactured in Prague recently, because the 
Communists could make tubes. Vaic returned to Prague, where he 
bought part of the Tesla Laboratory where tubes could be made. 


He had to buy the 9 tons of instruments - scopes and meters - 
that were stored in the lab, and had to scrap 6 tons to get at 
the tube-making machinery. He made some replicas of old tubes, 
including one with cobalt blue glass, but found that the market 
saturated at about 400 tubes. 


In 1990, our speaker met Vaic and started him on a replica of the 
300B class A audio output tube. Glass audio people were willing 

to pay hundreds of dollars for new 300B's. (No printable comment, 
about that.) Then Vaic designed a _better_ 300B, good for 12 watts 
of class A, and linear enough to have "no" 3rd harmonic distortion. 

As our speaker put it, "It costs 220 dollars, but it has 9 filaments." 
The VV30B looked like a glass 6L6 with the top reduced in height. 


The Vaic lab now employs 6-8 people, many with advanced degrees, 
and people capable of doing the careful hand work to assemble the 
delicate filaments and grids. He is thinking of doing a replica 
of the WD-11 triode, with brass base and evacuation tip on top. 
(That could probably sell for $100.) They are not capable of 
doing large quantities of tubes, because they don't want the 
complications of having more employees. They might be open to 
doing tube repair work, if there was enough money in it. 


I admit to being intrigued by the idea of a "better" 807, or 

what have you. I just got the May issue of the Mid Atlantic 
Antique Radio Club Newsletter (thanks, Roy). Our speaker, Dr. 
Riccardo Kron, is scheduled to speak at the MAARC meet on June 17. 
The subject is "Remanufacturing Vintage Tubes." Dr. Kron told me 
that if he could keep the tube operation going for five years, he'd 
be set for life. The Japanese are interested in the VV360B. 


Now, does anybody want to revisit the "let's make our own tubes" 
thread? 


Dr. Kron also had with him a Marconi coherer (original - don't 
touch) and an unusual tube made by Loewe in Germany in the 20's. 
A single bulb contained two sets of elements, plus the bias 
resistors and bypass caps required for their operation. Just 
attach tuned circuits, and you have a radio. Seems to me it had 
a 2" dia base with 8 large pins. The bulb was about 3 1/2" high 
and 1 1/4" diameter. It was all silvered, so you couldn't see 
the elements. He said it cost 5 times a single tube, but had to 
be discarded if either internal tube failed. They also made a 
three tube version. It's just amazing, the number of ways there 
are to do something - but the market sorts them out.

This past weekend was Radio Daze for the Northland Antique Radio 
Club (yes, NARC). A gentleman from Italy was invited to tell us 
about Marconi and the early days of radio. The talk got off toa 
bad start, because it wasn't prepared and his English faltered 
occasionally, but his wife was an American (or learned very good 
US English somewhere). Things got going when she asked us for 
questions. He was much better at dialog than presenting. Here 
are some things that I had never read about Marconi: 


He always focussed on antenna design. Even though his companies 
made tubes, he never talked about them. 


He never lost a patent fight while he was alive. He died in 1937 
and then Tesla won a US patent case against him (probably to keep 
US dollars from going to Italy during the War). 


He thought that 32 meters was just right for communication, but 
the tubes of that early period weren't good for that short of a 
wavelength. 


He was a womanizer. He got an annulment (divorce) in the Catholic 
Church wile working on the large transmitters for Vatican Radio. 
At the time, Marconi was a national hero who got pretty much what 
he wanted. 


The story of young Marconi transmitting on one side of a hill to 
the farm's foreman on the other side, who fired a gun to indicate 
that he'd heard the radio signal, is a legend. It is comparable 

to George Washington and the cherry tree. However, it will be 
celebrated next year in Italy as the Centennial of Radio. Actually, 
Marconi did his first work in England. 


The Italian government spread rumors that Marconi invented a death 

ray, before the war. No supporting documents have ever been found. 
(I think the same applies to Tesla). Also, there was a propaganda 

record of Marconi talking about his exploits. But he did it in the 
third person, as if he was describing someone he barely knew. 


He was a Facist, but then so was anybody who had a job in pre-war 
Italy. To hold a job, you had to join a union, and the unions were 
all members of the Facist Party. 


Interesting stuff, eh?

I guess modern technology has hit Mexico too. When I worked at CHAB Radio 
(800 KHz, right under XELO) in the late 70's we had a 10 KW Continental that 
ways 6 feet wide and fit into a little 10 foot square concrete hut behind the 
two story transmitter house built just after the war to hold the then new GE 
10 KW rig and the chief engineer's living quarters. the transmitter was 30 
feet long by ten feet deep with but not in cabinets. The floor was poured 
with mounts for the transformers etc and a 3 or 4 foot fence around the back 
so that you had to deliberately cook yourself and the nice GE doors with the 
round windows in the front to make it look orderly. 


Mexico is not a signatory of the North American broadcast agreement that laid 
out the AM band plan and the 50KW top power limit (but Cuba is BTW) so that is 
why you have 100KW X... stations in such inconveniant places.

Well, I know a bit about these receivers . . . here's my two cents worth: 
>I still have a few questions about the R390a 
>1) Is it a better receiver than the R392? 


IMHO, yes it is a better receiver. The tubes are easier to get; you have the 
mechanical filters in the 390A; it;'s easier to 
work on and there are more parts available; more selectivity options. 


>2) Is it easier or harder to repair than the R392? 
See above. 


>3) Are there any parts on the R390A that can't be replaced if they blow? Is 
>there a modern equivalent to the parts on the R390A: can a transistor 
>replace a tube? 


There are few, if any, parts that can't really be replaced if they blow. The 
meter rectifiers come to mind, but by measuring 

the current in a working receiver, you can determine the specs of the 
rectifiers. The mechanical filters can be ruined if 

a .01 cap shorts; Dallas Lankford published an excellent mod (in Hollow State 
Newsletter) that protects against this. 

Tubes, parts, and knowledge are readily available from many sources; the R-390A 
has to be one of the best supported, if not THE best supported, of all 


boatanchor receivers. 


>4) A little history: when were the R390A's made and used by the military? 
>Were they used only in the field and base, or were they ever put on planes, 
>subs, tanks. What do they weigh? 


The R-390A (developed as a lower-cost R-390) dates from the early 50s. As far 
as I know, they were used on land and sea, 

and indeed are supposed to still be in service aboard subs, where they are one 
of the few receivers that can withstand the 

strong magnetic fields found there (this is hearsay). 


>5) Is the sensitivity of the R390A on par with modern rigs like the NRD-535? 


According to a test published in the Hollow State Newsletter about seven or 
eight years ago, the R-390A beat out all 

the receivers it was tested against (which included many of the top-of-the then 
line RXs). I don't know that it could beat 

out today's top models, but it surely can't be far behind. 


>6) What gauge long wire would I use for an antenna on it, and should it be 
>insulated or not? How long should it be? 


I obtained the two-connector twinax plug (still produced and readily 
available), and connected it to a quickie toroid 

120-ohm balanced to 50-ohm unbalanced transformer, and connected that to a 
short wire antenna. I'm getting fairly 

good results with that. 


>7) When purchased from Fair Radio Sales in the checked condition, are the 
>R390a's ready to function well? Can a novice learn to callibrate these 
>things with the manual? 


Haven't purchased one from Fair, but I have dealt with them for nearly twenty 
years now and I would expect that a checked 

set would work out-of-box. You can calibrate them using the manual, but a 
frequency counter is almost a must for setting 

the end-points on the permeability-tuned oscillator. It's not too difficult, 
just time-consuming but you can return a good unit 

to almost military calibration. 


>Thank you, and as a chiropractor, I advise you to always lift these things 
>by squatting from the knees, and lifting with your back straight. 


Anytime! I really like the R-390A -- if I had to give up all my receivers save 
one, I'd keep the 390A. You might want to get 

all the back issues of the Hollow State Newsletter -- I don't have the address 
here, but someone on the net should.

The R-392 
is the mobile version, which requires a 24 volt DC power supply, and 
lacks the 16 kc bandwidth; otherwise I think they are basically very 
Similar. I have an R-390A, which is the cost reduction successor model 
based on the R-390, but with many modifications to reduce cost. Some 
of these modifications were actually improvements, such as the famous 
Collins mechanical filters. Some people claim that the audio of the 
R-390s is not very good, but my radio sounds really good to me, perhaps 
because it is so selective and pulls in everything so well. 

I bought my R-390A complete from Fair Radio. They are good people 
to do business with, honest and courteous.

So unless 
desperate (a REAL emergency), one is probably better off going with real 
feedline.

The impedance of the zip chord depends on the physical dimensions. You could 
measure these dimensions (dia of conductors and spacing between condx) and 
plug & chug them into the formulas in the handbooks to determine this. If 
you don't have a suitable handbook, here is a formula you could try: 


Zo = 276/(sqrt(er)) * log (D/a) 


where Zo is the impedance 

D is the distance between center of the conductors 

a is the radius of the conductors 

er is the relative permittivity (1 for air, 0.95 for some "foam" dielectrics, 
and probably about 3 to 4 for rubber, plastic, polyvinyl or whatever 
the stuff your zipchord is made of) 

sqrt is the square root 


Let me know what zipchord you use and how the math works out if you compare 
with test data.

One of my former employees here at Tracor is MSGT James Hrachovy, USAF 
(Retried). During one of his two tours in Viet Nam, he said they received a 
very large (many hundreds) shipment of KWM-2s. These were evidently 
gathered up by the military from various places and according to military 
tradition when you send something you own to someone else, you don't always 
send your best items. Most of the radios didn't work---so the maintenance 
supervisor looks at his manpower and studies the situtation. He came up 
with the following instructions--if you can't fix it in 20 minutes, scrap 
it. This rule was followed somewhat but he said many of them went to the 
dump on a daily basis. Now you've got to remember that there was actually 
companies in Viet Nam buying junk out of some dumps, so some might have got 
recycled either as radios or as scrap metal for Japan. 


My buddy was an Army infantryman in Viet Nam from 1969 to 1970 and towards 
his friend's platoon captured a Viet Cong radio station which was almost 
entirely Collins. My friend couldn't find out what type of Collins 
equipment but the intelligence boys hauled it off to analyze frequencies 
used, etc. 


Another former friend mine, Jan ...... , whose last name I can't recall, was 
drafted and they found out in basic training (an ex green beret type job 
classifier) that he had experience on Collins KWM-2s. He was immediately 
shipped to Viet Nam after basic training and sent to a special forces 
support unit. Then he was given a quick parachute course and he spent the 
next 13 months being taken in by helicopter or else dropped in by parachute, 
to various small fortified hamlets who just happened to have problems with 
their KWM-2s and other geat. He said the biggest problem was fungus and he 
usually could fix the problem in a few minutes. The problem then became 
getting back to civilization. This guy used to be a well-known DXer in the 
1960s in Los Angeles. He also stood about 6 ft. 4 " tall and probably made 
a very tempting target. 


At the Fall 1993 Manchaca, TX swapfest, one individual who was selling 
KWM-2s, told me that his purchased bid lot, contained 125 KWM-2s and no 
power supplies. They ran off large power supplies that powered many units.

>Perhaps what happened is that Hallicrafters acquired Echophone. I was 
>looking in Rider manuals for a schematic for this thing. The Echophone 
>EC1 was listed under Echophone, then there was another page saying 
>"Echophone, a Hallicrafters Company", and then in a later volume the EC1B 
>was listed under Hallicrafters. Is there a historian in the house? 


Hallicrafters bought Echophone to get their RCA Superhetrodyne licencing 
agreement. Without that they had to have someone else who had one do their 
manufacturing for them. I think this happened about 1936. Thereafter 
Hallicrafters used the Echophone brand name for lower priced general 
communications receivers.
